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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks and arguments fail to 
overcome the rejections as set forth in the Final Office Action. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. Smalley teaches a 
carbon nanotube particulate, but does not expressly teach that it may be used as an electron emitter. Smalley does disclose though that 
the carbon nanotubes will conduct electrical charges with a relatively low resistance (paragraph 60). Jin is cited to show that a carbon 
nanotube may be used as an electron emitter. Jin is used in combination with Smalley to show that carbon nanotubes may be used as an 
electron emitter in a field emission display. Smalley is cited to show the diameter and network of the carbon nanotube. Applicant may 
have different reasons for combining, but as taught by Jin, carbon nanotubes are useful for electron field emission. Hence, the 
combination of Smalley and Jin read on the claimed limitations, as set forth by the Applicant. 
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
